story, as told 'by Bishop "Whipple to a 
table of stolid English bishops, was re- 
peated by one of his American friend; 
who heard it, and enjoyed the reception 
the British auditors accorded the story 
more than the fine flavor of the anec- 
dote itself. 
"This is a story," said:«ia b'shop, "of 


the -western frontier, and illustrates 
the brevity of pioneer speech.. Years 
ago I had a charge on the .extreme 
western line of--civilization, and saw, a 
great deal of wild frontier life. >At that- 
time every man carried-flrearms on.' his 
person and kept a rifle or pistol within 
easy reach of his bed at-night. 


"One night one. of the coolest and 


mast courageous men on the frontier 
was sleeping, as <was his custom, with 
his rifle lying- beside him on the bed. 
He had the reputation of being a 'dead 
shot,' and it was well known that no 
oae had any dance wheaDick once got 
the 'drop' on him." 


"Will you kindly explain what 'drop' 


means in that queer western usage?" 
aslced a sedate bishop.

STATISTICS OF ALASKA. 


Governor J. G. Brady of- Alaska has 


submitted his report to the Secretary 
of the Interior. Alaska has an area of 
577,000 square miles, and Governor 
Brady estimates its present population 
at 30,000 -natives and 10,000 * bites. He 
expresses the opinion that the mails 
can be transported all over the Terri- 
tory daring the winter months by rein- 
deer. He recommends that $100,000 be 
appropriated for Government buildings 
.and that $60,000 be appropriated for 
schools. 


Alaska was acquired by treaty with 


Kassia in 1867, during the Administra- 
tion of President Johnson, the United 
States paying $7,000,000 in gold there- 
for. 
In 1868 it was established as a 


military district with headquarters at 
Sitka, i,he capital of the District. It 
has not yet been organized aa a Terri- 
tory and it has no legislative body, the 
laws of Oregon, so far as they can be 
made 
applicable, being in 
force 


throughout the District. Some time 
ago the military were withdrawn from 
Alaka, but recently a company of in- 
fantry was sent to St. Michaels and a 
post established at that point. 


In 1887 nearly 7,000,000 seals visited 


the rookeries at St. Paul's and St. 
George's Islands, of which the Alaska 
Commercial Company killed 104,829, or 
4,829 more than the contract with the 
Government permitted. Now the seals 
are nearly exterminated and it is sug- 
gested, unless the wholesale slaughter 
of the animals is prevented, that the 
Government take steps to utterly ex- 
terminate them. The market value of 
the seal, cod and salmon fisheries of 
Alaska is said to be about $3,000,000 a 
year, and the gold and silver product 
of its mines in 1896 was $2,750,955. The 
product this year will be greatly in ex- 
cess of that of 189G, though the Klon- 
dike mines are in British territory. 


Taken all m all the purchase of 


Alaska by the United States was a wise 
act. though President Johnson, under 
whose Administration it was purchased, 
and William H. Seward, Secretary of 
State, who negotiated the treaty with 
Russia, were roundly denounced by the 
ultra Republican papers at the time for 
paying several millions in gold for 
what they called "an Arctic iceberg." 


THE impression prevails m the East 


that there will bo bat one bidder for 
the Union Pacific and many are of the 
opinion that only the Reorganization 
Committee, which has an agreement 
with the Government, can bid for the 
road. J. Pierpont Morgan is at tbe 
head of that comittee and if it pur- 
chases the road the Union Pacific will 
be need as an extentica of the North- 
western. Tho Government will lose 
twenty or twenty-fire million dollars 
on the transaction, but as the Govern- 
ment is lua bv the trusts and syndi- 
cates (hat will not surprise anybody.

Now, then, yon 
gentlemen who are expecting Federal 
plums, keep your ears close to the 
ground and you may hear something 
drop.
